“ Rush County—Progress Is Out H eritag e.” 
During this y ear when the nation's 200th b irth­ 
day is being celebrated, it is im portant to 
both look back at where we have been and look 
forw ard to w here we are going. 
Som etim es, changes come about slowly—so 
much so th at they are never really noticed. 
Other tim es, a change can come about very 
quickly and bring about im m ediate results. 
Rush County during the past y ear has seen 
exam ples of both. There have been m any 
events which truly earn the classification of 
progress, while the groundwork for future 
advances has also been laid in m any other 
areas 
One real indication of expansion and grow th 
in this county concerns industry. W ithin the 
past year, approxim ately $640,000 in total 
capital investm ents were reported by the 23 
m ajor em ployers in the county. W hile som e in 
this group did not realize an expansion during 
1975, there w ere som e facilities w here m ajor 
plant additions or the purchase of equipm ent 
greatly 
expanded 
their 
capacity 
to 
m anufacture their specific product. 
120 New Jobs 
These expansions resulted in at least 120 new 
jobs, according to statistics com piled by the 
Rush County C ham ber of C om m erce. 
While not all of the industries reported ex­ 
pansion, it is im portant to note that there w ere 
no m ajo r cutbacks, according to C ham ber 
officials. 
This is espcially im portant during a year 
when the econom y of the nation was som etim es 
questionable at best. The opinion that even 
“holding your own” was a form of progress 
was noted 
This area 
benefits 
from 
the 
fact 
that 
agriculture lays an im portant base from which 
growth can begin. A griculture is an industry in 
its own right today. Therefore, the com bination 
of farm ing and the other m ajor industries in 
the a rea com bine to offer the local econom y a 
breath that m any areas do not enjoy. Still, 
there is room for expansion, according to local 
officials. 
Industrial P ark 
One effort to back this need for grow th 
concerns an industrial park project. This is 
seen as one way to attrac t new industry into 
this 
vicinity 
and 
provide 
m ore 
job 
op­ 
portunities. 
Rush County has noted advancem ents in 
m any other areas, too. In addition to the large 
industries in 
the 
area, 
there have 
been 
num erous exam ples of progress in the retail 
field. New Stores, renovations and expansions 
of existing businesses and the prospects for 
even m ore new stores all spell definite benefits 
to both businessm en and local residents. 
Officials in both the city and county govern­ 
m ents feel they have a great deal to be proud of 
over the past year The single biggest exam ple 
of progress for the county is definitely the long 
aw aited construction of a new jail. The city, on 
the otherhand, has a new sew age treatm en t 
plant underw ay. 
These are all tangible exam ples of how the 
county is moving ahead. There a re other 
factors to be considered, too. 
School System 
The local school system has been praised 
from all sections for the quality of education 
that is offered to students in Rush County. This 
is an im portant factor for the county’s future. 
New and expanded program s that will be of­ 
fered in the near future will m ean an even 
greater opportunities for local students 
Along with a basketball team 
that has 
generated a great deal of enthusiasm , the 
school system can also boast a long list of other 
accom plishm ents—from the highly successful 
G irls' A thletic Association to the various 
speech team participants. 
Students play a vital role in the com m unity, 
but contributions have also been forthcom ing 
from two other groups who have com bined 
their efforts to insure the proper observance of 
the nation’s Bicentennial. The Rush County 
Historical 
Society 
and 
the 
B icentennial 
Com m ittee have shown foresight in planning 
various events for the residents of the county. 
Their early action has led to several successful 
program s in the past—and the prom ise of still 
m ore to com e. 
Arts tor Kusn county has blossom ed into an 
im portant group that strives to bring a host of 
entertaining and interesting program s to the 
residents of the vicinity. One of the recent 
outgrow ths of this group is a new th eater 
organization, the Rush County P layers. 
All of these and m uch m ore com bine to m ake 
Rush County a better place to live. This, then, 
is the ultim ate gauge of progress. In this sense, 
the past 12 m onths have been very im portant to 
this area 
Decisions Needed 
Even m ore im portant, however, will be the 
next 12 m onths. T here are m any issues that 
have to be considered These include finding a 
solution to the flooding and drainage problem s 
at the north edge of the city, deciding w hether a 
new city building should be constructed, and 
coming to a decision concerning the needs for 
new industry and businesses in the county to 
help it progress further 
Rush County has lived up to the them e of this 
year’s P ro g ress Edition as published by the 
Rushville Republican. The question rem ains, 
however, if this tradition will be c arried 
through the next 12 m onths The answ er to that 
may be very im portant to the entire future of

when he was electrocuted as he 
and a friend were attem pting to 
install a citizen’s band radio 
antenna. 
Ervin K M elds, 25, R 5, was 
killed accidentally when 
the 
antenna he and 
Richard K 
Moffett, 46, R. 3, w ere installing 
at the Fields residence, located 
west of Rushville on U.S. 52, 
touched a 7,200 volt power line 
M offett 
w as 
in ju re d and 
adm itted 
to

Hospital where he was reported 
in 
good 
condition 
F ird ay 
morning 
Unsure of how the accident 
happened, Moffett told an in­ 
vestigating deputy that they had 
cleared the electrical wires and 
had just raised the antenna 
another foot or so when either 
the wind blew the antenna back 
into the wires or blew the wires 
over to the antenna. 
Moffett told the deputy that 
they were both standing on the 
ground, however, Fields was 
standing in a puddle of w ater, it 
was reported 
Rush County Sheriff Marvin 
Hedrick stated that attem pts to 
revive Fields m ade by himself, 
ISF Trooper John Mull, and 
Deputy Dave Clevenger, were in 
vain. 
It was stated by Moffett that 
he received the electrical shock 
in his left hand and the force of 
the current knocked him into the 
yard by the door of the house, 
and Fields was knocked to the 
east. He stated that he did not 
rem em ber anything else until a 
pair of youths were driving 
down 52 had apparently seen the 
flash and stopped to help them 
Other officers assiting at the 
scene were Deputy Danny Lacy, 
RPD Detective Hon Cameron, 
Fire Chief Dayton Springm an, 
and Rush County Coroner Pat 
Todd. 
Born in Cincinnati on Dec 16, 
1950, Fields lived m ost of his life 
in Rush County. 
He was a 
m em ber of the Buena Vista 
Christian Church and was a 
three year veteran of the U S. 
Navy.

Recent surveys show that the 
percentage of men who sm oke 
cigarettes has declined in the 
past few years, while the p e r­ 
centage of women sm okers has 
rem ained stable

than fam ily practice or seem to avoid setting up 
new practices in rural areas 
The m edical clinic in C arthage is an attem p t to 
overcom e this problem by using altern ativ e 
m ethods to the traditional fam ily doctor set up 
The C arthage Medical Clinic is under the 
direction of Mrs. Vicky Hunnings, R N., and 
Fam ily 
N urse 
Practitioner 
F o rm erly 
a 
registered nurse in coronary and intensive care 
units, M rs Hunnings becam e involved in the 
practitioning nurse program at the Indiana 
U niversity School of Medicine. 
The school offered an experim ental govern­ 
m ent-supported program 
According to Mrs 
Hunmng, three one-year classes w ere set up with 
each class involved in three m onths of classroom 
study along with m edical interns, and three 
m onths of on-the-iob training 
Only g rad u ate 
R N s w ere eligible for the program 


The purpose of the program w as to see how 
practitioning nurses could function in a ru ral 
com m unity, and analyze the types of cases 
which did 
not 
need a doctor’s 
im m ediate 
supervision 


The C arthage clinic can handle 70 80 per cent 
of all the cases a doctor would take, on a day to 
day basis, M rs 
Hunnings sti ess cd. D r 
O L 


Webb of new Castle is alw ays on call if any 
problem com es up which the clinic cannot 
handle. He also has scheduled office hours at the 
clinic on T hursdays from 1-5 p m 
Mrs 
Hennings explained that the clinic is 
operated by using standard m edical orders from 
physicians The directions are in the form of a 
m anual, so if any questions arise, re ferral is 
directly at hand 
Specifically, 
the 
clinic 
handles 
m inor 
diseases—colds, flu, sore throats, and other 
comm on ailm ents The clinic also does p ren atal 
work, although the expectant m other is referred 
to a physician during the last m onth of her 
pregnancy. 
The clinic also does several different types of 
lab tests which would normally have to be 
handled at a hospital Some prescriptions are 
filled at the clinic for those patients who cannot 
get to a larg er city to purchase their m edicine. 


In addition to handling common illnesses and 
perform ing lab tests, the clinic also is equipped 
with a trau m a room winch contains a card iac 
m achine 
and 
equipment 
for 
em ergency 
coronaries The ambulance service in C arthage 
works closely with the clinic in this service 
Mrs H unnings emphasized that the clinic is a 
family practice service It serves all m em bers of 
the fam ily p arents, children and the elderly 
While providing basic m edical c are to its 
patients, the clinic a ls o offers additional services

LISBON. Portugal (C P I) — Twenty-two months after 
seizing power, the Portuguese arm ed forces have signed 
a formal pact handing over most of the day-to-day 
government work to civilian politicians 
The m ilitary’s policy-making Revolutionary Council no 
longer 
will 
be 
Portugal's 
supreme 
executive 
and 
legislative body, although it will retain veto powers on 
constitutional questions and defense for at least four 
years 
Under the agreement. Portugal's first freely elected 
government in 50 years will take power after election of 
a legislature on April 25 and a president on June 27 
When the president has been elected, he will name a 
prime minister, who will form a government on the 
basis of the legislative vote 
The current Socialist-led government will serve until 
the new government is formed this summer

has had six provisional governments since the April 25.

The other, which Ford can put into effect without 
congressional action, sets a strict quota on imports of 
liquefied natural gas.

Showing definite signs of 
progress during the past 
55 
years has been the tradition of 
the Rushville Fire Department 
With the purchase of the first 
motorized vehicle in 
1921, a 
S e a g rav e , 
the horse draw n 
steam ers were retired about 
four years later after a Aaron’s 
Fox Pum per and the Seagrave 
were put into use There were 
only six men on the department 
at that time and the station was 
located in the UH) block of West 
3rd Street 
Additional manpower was not 
added until the 1940’s when the 
p resen t F ire Chief, Dayton 
Springman, became a member 
of the department in 1948. At 
this time there were eight men 
on the department. 
At the present time there are 
19 full-tim e firefighters, in ­ 
cluding 
the 
radio 
c o m ­ 
munications officers, plus ten 
volunteers. 
E v ery full-time firefighter 
has had hours of training and 
have had 40-plus hours of in- 
service training 
Several of the men have also 
attended various State training 
schools in the past few years, 
says Springman, and plans are 


being m ade to send at least four 
men to an Emergency Training 
School. 
Springman explains that each 
of the men have had first aid 
and advance first aid training 
and they are currently trying to 
set up another class in first aid 
training 
During the past two years, 
se v e ra l ch an g es have been 
made, with the hiring of three 
radio communications officers 
and day-to-day training 
The chief reports that the men 
have had some type of training 
each day, and the volunteers 
meet at least once a month for 
training sessions. 
The Rush County Volunteer 
Firefighters Association will be 
putting on various schools 
during the next IO months, and 
classes will be held once a 
month with outside instructors 
set up as the speakers. It was 
s ta te d th at several of the 
d e p a rtm e n ts in surrounding

He stressed, however, that it is 
the staff that is essential to the 
hospital’s operation and that 
“ there is no w ay around it.” 
The 24-hour-a-day 
operation 
d em an ds w orkers be hired for 
each of the th ree shifts to insure 
proper c a re for the patients. 
This is im p o rtan t to the 37 
patients who a re in the hospital 
on an a v e ra g e day. There were 
over 1,900 patients dismissed 
fro m 
th e h o s p ita l 
in 
1975. 
Although this is 200 less than the 
year before, it is still a large 
nu m ber of patien ts to provide 
m edical c a r e for.

To Merchants, Shoppers 


It may not look like it. but that 
parking space you used the last 
time you were in the downtown 
area is worth a lot of money 
This fact is backed up statistics 
released by the Ruch County- 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
Rushville Police Department 
Each parking space in the 
downtown 
area 
is worth 
in 
excess of $15,200 in retail sales, 
according to studies completed 
by the Rush County Chamber of 
Commerce 
This figure, while 
impressive, is also very im ­ 
portant for both local njerchants 
and shoppers 
First of all. merchants realize 
the need for providing adequate 
parking so that customers can 
find a place to park near the 
stores they w ish to shop One of 
the advantages of the downtown 
area. however, is that there is a 
wide variety of stores in a 
compact area Once a parking 
space is found, the shopper has 
the opportunity of stopping at a 
great many stores This means 
that m erchants have an interest 
in every parking space, not just 
the ones directly in front of his 
place of business 


The actual dollar amount in 
retail sales shows the important 
of each space Merchants also 
realize that making sure all 
city-regulated ordinances are 
enforced is important, too 
A m eter maid was recently 
added to the police department 
through 
the 
use 
of 
federal 
Manpower funds to help insure 
the ordinances are carried out 
while at the same time freeing 
other officers for other duties 
This 
g u a rd s 
against 
some 
abusing the parking privileges. 
thus being more fair to all 
potential downtown shoppers 
At the same time, the meter 
maid can play a major role in 
the 
c ity 's 
parking 
m ete r 
operation 
In 1975 alone, the 
police department reported that 
over $21,000 was g en erated 
through the use of meters and 
fines collected 
Operating ex­ 
penses 
w ere listed 
at 
a p ­ 
proximately 
$11,000 
for 
this 
year 
The m eters, then, are also a 
source of revenue That money 
can be used to maintain meters 
or purchase new ones if needed 
Does the future of the parking 


meter look good in Rushville, 
though There has been periodic 
talk of eliminating the meters 
Some feel this would entice 
more shoppers to the downtown 
area Others believe this would 
cause more problems than it 
would eliminate They add that 
a meter system is fair to all 
shoppers and encourages people 
a flow that means spaces open 
up more frequently 
Mayor Raymond Gibson has 
conducted 
some 
informal 
research into the matter

other areas where meters have 
been removed He said there are 
both pros and cons to such a

Rush County’s History 
Full Of Interesting 
People, Places, Events 


By JAMES SCOTT,

In 1775 when the Am erican colonies were 
having troubles with G reat Britain, the area 
which is now 
Rush County was 
Indian 
country, but not being used except for hunting 
purposes. 
Rush 
County 
had 
been 
lived 
in 
for 
thousands of years by early people such as 
Hopewell and Adena civilizations who left the 
m any stone artifacts which are found yet 
today. These people built the mounds, cleared 
sm all areas and did som e farm ing Historians 
are not certain what happened to these 
people, but by 1775 no one seemed to be a 
steady resident here. Most of the area was 
covered with heavy forests. Much of the 
northern part was sw am py with an occasional 
high place which had been cleared and 
evidences of agriculture could be seen. 
In 1784 and 1785, the Lena Lennape Indians 
were forced to move from their home on the 
D elaw are River by their enem y the Iroquois. 
Thev crossed the m ountains and settled in 
Ohio and east central Indiana The tribe that 
cam e to Rush County was led by Chief Ben 
Davis They settled on an already cleared 
spot on a sm all stream back of Harvey 
A rnold’s house and called it Mahoning Valley 
after the valley in which they had lived in 
Pennsylvania The white men refer to this 
tribe as the Delaware tribe because they had 
lived on land claim ed in the east by Lord 
DeLaW ar. These Indians lived in the valley 
until 1819 w hen a treaty was signed by several 
chiefs agreeing to give up and be moved west 
of the Mississippi River Chief Ben Davis 
went to the meeting and drank the whiskey 
and received the gifts offered by the Indian 
com m issioners, but on Jan 15, 1819. the day 
the Indians were to sign their nam es, Davis 
rose early and cam e home without signing 
aw ay his tribe's land The treaty had nine 
articles: The Indians w ere given three years 
to move, whites were to furnish 120 horses not 
to exceed $40 in value each, the United States 
was to pay $4,000 yearly to th e Delaware 
tribes in silver, the United States was to 
provide and pay a blacksm ith, the United 
States was to settle claim s against the Indians 
of $13,312 25. the Indians w ere allowed to 
return to visit their graves. Chief Davis did 
not sign and did not want to move The whites 
w ere 
uneasy 
with 
Indians 
around 
and 
Amaziah Morgan as head of the militia 
rounded up the tribe and helped them move to 
their new home 


Hush County Begins 
indiana becam e a state in 1816 and after the 
treaty of 1819, an area of 12 counties was 
added for white men to settle Squatters cam e 
in early to live, but before land could be sold, 
the area had to be surveyed This job was 
given to William B 
Laughlin and sons, 
Harmony and Cicero They helped survey all 
12 new counties 
The new counties were 
surveyed and placed on m aps in the land 
office at Brookville The land was to bring 
$1.25 an acre in hard money. No credit or 
paper money would Ik * accepted. The county 
population grew rapidly and the General 
Assembly passed an enabling act on Jan 31, 
1821, for Rush to become a county after April 
I, 1822 
The county was form ed in May of 1822 
William B. Laughlin could well be called the 
“ F ather of Rush County". He cam e from 
Pennsylvania where he had been bound out as 
a hatter From 14 to 21 years of age he was 
taught to m ake hats. His m aster was a kind 
m an and helped him learn to read and write 
during those seven years He then went to 
Jefferson College and studied under Ben 
jam in Rush He learned to be a teacher in 
about a year and first taught in Kentucky. He 
cam e 
to 
Brookville and 
read 
law 
and 
m edicine, and helped m ake Indiana's first 
constitution of 1816 
He was appointed to 
survey the New Purchase and he and his two 
boys. Harmony and Cicero, laid out Rush 
County, 18 by 23 miles, and broke it up into 80 
acre plots and put it on a m ap for the land 
office to sell 
He bought land w here Rushville now stands 
and built a dam across Flatrock River where 
the State Highway 52 bridge now is He built a 
double cabin, 14’ ’x 16’, and a dog trot between 
them where the Mr Freshie shop is now The 
dam was m ade of logs and the mil) was on the 
south side of the river In this cabin he raised 
three sons and ten daughters Thus, he was 
the first mill wright, dam builder and m iller 
Free Land 
When the county com m issioners cam e to 
select a seat of justice, he offered 20 acres 
free if they would select his farm for the spot 
The comm ission grabbed this chance at free 
land, thus Rushville is where it is Mr Kelly 
was refused his offer or Rushville might have 
been down on Matlock Acres. Mr Laughlin 
had the job of platting the town 
It was 
m arked off with four streets running north 
and south Morgan was nam ed for Amaziah 
M organ Main Street, Perkins Street for John 
Perkins, and Julian Street for John Julian. 
These streets were running east and w est: 
W ater Street, Noble Street for Governor 
Noble, Ruth Street for his sister-in-law and 
Jennings Street for Governor Jennings These 
streets were given num ber later when the 
post office began to deliver m ail to the 
houses W ater Street was dug up for a mill 
race and closed to traffic until about 1950 


when the race was no longer used and refilled 
and the street reopened to traffic 
Main Street caught the w ater from the hill 
and already being low becam e a mud hole. 
This was corduroyed with logs to allow 
wagons and horses to get through in wet 
seasons. At the intersections they put step­ 
ping stones properly placed to allow wagon 
wheels to drive between them yet close 
enough together for ladies with long dresses 
to daintily step from one to the next without 
showing an ankle or slipping off and stepping 
ankle deep in mud and horse m anure. There 
were no sidewalks, but each m erchant and 
house put out something to walk on No even 
quality or type was required. Some even put 
porch roofs out and stored m erchandise under 
it. Horses slopping along the street often 
splashed m uddy w ater on pedestrians along 
the sidewalk Thus, the man next to the curb 
to ward off splashing and runaway horses was 
a practical m eans of feminine protection. 
Rushville was started as a trading center with 
the usual shops to care for a rural area needs. 
Most early buildings were of log construction, 
but were gradually replaced mostly by brick 


KHI Years Ago - 1875 
Rushville has grown some from the original 
plat As m ore people cam e, m ore business 
and some industries developed 
An early 
industry was in wood working: saw mills and 
by 1875 a very fine planning mill sat where 
M etzger’s Lum ber Company is now’. This was 
a large two-story building and at least 50 
m echanics to m ake the ornate trim for the 
new houses, “gingerbread’’ as it was called. 
The school desk company, a woolen mill, two 
flour mills, and three cigar factories were 
in business 
Seven doctors, and three un­ 
dertakers with a combination furniture store 
also were m aking a living M illinery shops 
were as common as beauty shops are now 
today. This was about the only occupation 
suitable for a woman outside the house 
Women’s organizations started early in 
town Mostly it was “Tem perance G roups’’ as 
the use of whiskey was a common problem 
Much of it was m ade here as corn was 
plentiful and cheap and hard to get to m arket 
as our roads w ere poor Several acres of corn 
could be distilled and jugged and hauled to 
m arket on a saddle horse. It was said liquor 
was good for a cold, a fever, a chill, frost bite, 
sour stom ach, 
ague, 
headache, 
cram ps, 
diarrhea, or snake bite and there w ere plenty 
of snakes until the coming of enough hogs to 
eat them up These tem perance societies ran 
hot and cold P reachers were at first about 
the only men to encourage them until the 
professional men such as some doctors and 
lawyers joined their ranks Dr Laughlin and 
Dr 
Jefferson Helm were leaders in this 
cause 
By 1875 there was a strong drive 
against drink and men who signed the pledge 
were given a red ribbon to w ear around their 
arm and businessm en who didn't w ear it were 
boycotted by the women Bachelors and som e 
other men wore a blue ribbon in contrast 
which said ,“drink any tim e they w anted’’. 
You've heard of P a b st’s Blue Ribbon? Some 
men had both ribbons and wore the one 
suitable for the occasion. 
One of the early organized women groups of 
Rush County was called the Monday Study 
Club This m eant meetings on Monday a f­ 
ternoon It had a cultural purpose and was 
good for those involved It also was a status 
symbol because everyone washed the laundry 
on Monday and to belong indicated you w ere 
wealthy enough to have a hired girl to do this 
work. 
The Melodian Hall was built in 1873, so by 
1875 it was well used by the town. Many 
program s were held and dancing clubs 
organized to teach dancing Some of the great 
nam es of the theater m ade appearances here. 
Old Blue Bull 
Horses were the hot item of the county from 
about 1870 to 1900 The coming to Rush County 
of Old Blue Bull probably influenced the 
county m ore than any one thing until the 
invention of the autom obile in 1896 Blue Bull 
was a stallion owned by Jim Wilson out on 
Orange Pike It was found that any m are he 
was bred to produced a fast colt. He was not 
especially fast, as he went lam e, but for this 
purpose he m ade Rush County famous Horse 
racing at the Fairground was at its best. 
Horse buyers were coming to town on the 
train and hiring rigs at the livery stables to 
scout the county for driving horses 
They 
stayed at the local hotels of which we had two 
main ones The Grand which was a three 
story structure that stood where Higgin s 
Shell Station is now 
The Windsor House 
which has had m any nam es, but is now known 
as The Durbin Several other hotels and m any 
rooming houses were also used by horse 
buyers and trainers 
There 
were 
32 blacksm ith shops 
and 
several buggy factories and road cart shops. 
Times were hard in the United States in 1875, 
but did not hurt Rush County as m uch as som e 
places because of fast horses. 
Although 
farm ers were only getting $7 a hundred for 
hogs and 40 cents for wheat, the price of 
horses stayed high due to the reputation of 
Blue Bull Most farm ers had 12 to as m any as 


IOO horses, m any of which produced a colt a 
year These colts, if a descendant of Blue 
Bull, 
would 
bring 
$500 
up 
to 
several

Biologically, life cannot exist 
without water and also it cannot 
continue to exist in its own 
waste product Keeping up with 
Rushville's vital demands in 
today’s modern society is the 
responsibility of Rushville City 
Utilities

Street, was built in 1958 and has 
the capacity for processing 1.6 
million gallons per day 
mgd 
Current water usage is metered 
at 65 mgd so that it is noted that 
today s facilities can supply the

customers The plant can also 
be made to take care of a 
demand as much as 2.44 mgd 
with the activation of existing 
built-in units which have not 
been put into use 


In October. 1948. a sewage 


treatment plant was authorized 


by action of the City Council and

Designed with a 
capacity of 9 million gallons per 
day, in 1975 the plant was found 
to be flowing approximately 1.5 
mgd 
This situation is being 
corrected by the construction,

Import an t Role Here

After World War T, an outstanding citizen of Rush 
County became more^fHtf more conscious of the fact that 
the county had no permanent place to preserve the 
historic artifacts of the community. 
A L Gary decided in 1925 to promote a society for the 
preservation 
and 
collection 
of 
historic 
data 
and 
documents m ark the historic sites and landm arks and 
collect and house the historic relics of Rush County 
Of prime importance in this idea of establishing a 
society of history was the fostering of a m eans to em ­ 
phasize the study of local history 
As a consequence of his study, Gary called together 
Douglas Morris, Mary Sleeth. William Fisher and Miles S. 
Cox to incorporate the Rush County Historical Society 
A room in the Court House was m ade available for 
displaying the beginnings of a museum of pioneer and 
Indian artifacts 
At first the collection was limited to those items that 
could be displayed in a few glass cases. Indian tools and 
weapons together with some items of clothing from the 
Delaware tribe were donated by local collectors. A 
display of utensils and apparel of the first settlers was 
also provided 
As time went on and the collection expanded it became 
apparent that a building should be acquired for a true and 
independent museum 
In the course of events the historic residence of Captain 
John K Gowdy at 619 North Perkins Street became the 
property of Clark Offutt of Posey Township Through 
arrangements m ade by Gary and Mr and Mrs Clark 
Offutt, the property was deeded to the Historical Society 
for $1 on Oct 14. 1940. 
In order that an interesting display be m ade for the 
public to enjoy Mrs Effie M arsters was given the task of 
arranging and accounting for the items to be preserved 
A call w as made to the families of the county to provide 
items of historic value for a more complete collection of 
farm tools and implements as well as items depicting the 
culture and living standards of the first residents of the 
area The response was very gratifying and the house was 
soon filled with hundreds of items from earliest times to 
those of the 1920 s 
fine of the most significant contributions was that of the 
Carthage Historical Society By transferring the items 
housed in that collection to the Rush County museum a 
greatly increased display was made possible 
Among those who succeeded Mrs 
M arsters in the 
management of the historic property was Henry Stinger, 
an 
outstanding 
collector 
of antiques 
and 
historic 
memorabilia 
His contributions to the society were of 
great significance 
Sarah New by, o( Ripley Township, also provided in her 


will that the personal property from her estate be lett to 
the society. This contribution of property assured the 
permanence of the museum 
Another benefactor of the society was Mary Sleeth, one 
of the original 
incorporators 
of 
the Society, 
who 
bequeathed her personal 
property to the museum, 
together w ith funds to build an addition to the museum 
The Sleeth gift provided item s of interest that were a part 
of the very beginnings of our community, as well as the 
means to review the happenings through the years to 1940 
when Wendell Willkie was a candidate for president of the 
United States Miss Sleeth m anaged the Willkie farms for 
several years 
With an allowance for maintenance funds from the 
County Commissioners, and the society's dues, the Rush 
County Historical Society has been able to continue it’s 
contribution to the cultural tone of the community 
Now, a look to the future. By the acquisition of the Col. 
E H Wolfe property, located next door to the museum, it 
is hoped that a further contribution can be made for the 
use of our citizens Much work must be done to bring 
about a future of useful and effective programs for the 
Historical Society. 
With the advent of our nation’s bicentennial, more and 
more Rush Countians are becoming our heritage and are 
working to preserve the rem inders of the struggles, 
pleasures and freedoms the people of our nation have 
experienced 
To that end the Rush County Historical Society pledges 
it's best efforts to expand the use of the museum, establish 
regular meetings and improve the display of the many 
items acquired by the Society 
In order to perpetuate the recollections of our country's 
bicentennial, the Society 
hopes to provide 
regular 
publications of history, past and in the making 
One 
project of widespread interest has been the republication 
of the atlas and histories published at intervals during the 
first one hundred years of Rush County. 
With the advent of the bicentennial it is proposed that 
the history be brought up to date in an accurate and in 
teresting record of the last fifty years Along w ith these 
projects is a program to restore the Wolfe mansion, 
collect more museum displays and establish genealogy 
files 
With all these goals to reach it can hardly be said that 
the Society is static. 
Increased interest in history 
generated by the bicentennial creates a most favorable 
view of the future 
Much credit must be given to the many good citizens 
who have contributed so much in time, money and energy 
With their successors lies the fate of their efforts May the 
heritage of the past be preserved for the future

Hush County won’t be one of 
them For nearly two years the 
Hush

B icentennial 
Committee has been meeting on 
a two week schedule to outline

200th birthday. 
Chaired by Bob Waggoner, 
the c o m m itte e has already- 
completed several projects; has 
several 
u n d erw ay ; 
and

planning still more. 
The committee was initially 
organized under the sponsorship 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 
lake a number of other a c ­ 
tivities. however, it grew and 
began to function as almost an 
independent entity. 
M em bership on the c o m ­ 
mittee was and still is. open to 
anyone who is interested 
in 
helping 
c o m m e m o ra te 
the 
bicentennial 
Official R ecogn ition 
One of the first projects un­ 
dertaken by the committee was 
obtaining the designation as an 
official bicen ten n ial county. 
Formal recognition cam e from 
the 
n ational 
A m erican 
R evolution 
B i c e n te n n ia l 
Commission and as a result the 
now famous bicentennial flag is 
flying from the pole on court­ 
house lawn. 
Another early project with the 
Bicentennial Railroad Voyage 
down the historic Whitewater 
Railroad 
in 
F a y e tte 
and 
Franklin 
counties. 
S everal 
hundred Rush Countians took 
part in 
this 
activity, 
which 
clearly demonstrated the ability 
of the local bicentennial com ­ 
mittee to carry out projects 
successfully. 
In also demon­ 
strated th at the co m m itte e 
would not be just a 
“ talk” 
co m m itte e, 
but 
r a th e r 
an 
action ' committee. 
Im portant Project 
One ot the more important 
projects was the reprinting of 
the rare 1879 Atlas of Rush 
County. In addition, a special 
reprint on the life of Dr Ben­ 
jamin Rush was distributed to 
the schools so that local children 
could learn more about the man 
for whom the county and county 
seat w ere n am ed 
A nother 
re p rin t 
is

booklet called "The Prom oter"

presents an 
excellent 
picture of life in the county 
around the turn of the century. 
Other projects which have 
been undertaken include two 
trips to Philadelphia, Pa , to 
I visit some of the most cherished 
! shrines in the country; special 
j m icro-film ing 
project 
in 
cooperation with the Indiana 
State Library; and much more. 
Wolfe House R estoration 
The restoration of the historic 
Wolfe 
House 
is 
a 
project 
c u rre n tly 
underw ay. 
When 
I co m p leted 
the 
house 
will 
complete the museum complex 
on North Perkins street 
Not 
only will the house be restored 
to preserve its architectural 
beauty, but it will also be used 
for many public activities. Joe 
Pike, who is in overall charge of 
the restoration, says, "We want 
the Wolfe House to be a living 
monument to the rich history of 
the county, not just a dusty 
m useum .” Many of the artifacts 
from the p re sen t m u seu m , 
however, will be on display in 
the Wolfe House due to the 
current crowded conditions in 
the adjoining museum 
Just a few months ago, the 
official kick-off banquet for the 
local observance was held at the 
Durbin Hotel Several hundred 
people were on hand for the 
event 
Part of the program 
included the presentation of the 
official 
bicentennial 
flag 
by 
representatives of the national 
A m erican Revolution B icen­ 
tennial 
Commission and 
the 
Indiana American Revolution 
Bicentennial Commission 
Upcoming activities include 
plans for a gala Fourth of July 
celebration; more historic trips 
through 
Indiana 
and 
into 
Kentucky, and the updating of 
the county history. 
Lasting S ig n ifig c a n te 
This last project is, perhaps, 
the 
most 
significant 
to 
the 
people of the county, both now 
and in the future. The county 
history is complete up to about 
1925 It was done at that time as 
part of the county’s centennial 
observance. 
“One of the pitfalls that many 
communities will suffer is a lack 
of any permanent contribution 


coming out of the bicentennial 
o b s e rv a n c e ,” 
says 
Bob 
Waggener. “The fun activities 
surro u n d in g the event are 
important, but they certainly 
are not the only activities that 
should be done. Updating the 
history of Rush County will be of 
lasting 
benefit 
to 
future 
generations

Rush 
County 
residents."

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Decisions Now Important For Future 
Rush County Fast Approaching Important Crossroad 


By PAUL VV. BARADA 
R ush County is rapidly ap­ 
proaching a crossroads that will 
have a far reaching im pact on 
the future. 
O bviously 
it 
is 
not 
a 
crossroads in the literal sense of 
the word, but the county is 
alm ost in one of those critical 
periods in its own history. A 
period in which there are a 
num ber of alternate routes that 
can be taken. 
As any student of history 
knows, there are special periods 
during which 
the course of 
future events depend on the 
right decisions being m ade at 
the right time. In som e cases, 
single events have altered the 
whole course of future world 
events 
in 
a 
way 
that 
is 
inescapable 
Som e of the m ore noteworthy 
include the stockm arket crash 
in 1929; the invention of the 
electric light; the Norm andy 
invasion of the last W orld War; 
and the landing of the first man 
on the moon. Adm ittedly, these 
events are of such m agnitude 
th at the fact that 
their oc­ 
curence im m ediately changed 
the course of hum an history is 
obvious. 
Other Events 
T here are, however, sm aller, 
but no less im portant, events 


that alter the course of events 
for sm aller collections of people 
in sm aller political units such as 
states, counties, and towns. This 
process also applies all the way 
down to the individual. Who 
cannot think of at least one 
event or incident that has not 
changed the whole course of 
their lives? 
The secret, of course, is to be 
aw are of events and to do one’s 
best to m ake the right decision 
at the right time. Hopefully the 
decisions m ade mean avoiding 
the tragedy of having the course 
of one’s life altered by un­ 
controllable forces. 
R ush County is now a p ­ 
proaching one of those periods 
in its own history, when the 
right course must be chosen and 
the right decisions m ade about 
the future. 
D espite what dem ographers 
have said recently about the 
causes of m ajor shifts in the 
urban population, the trend of 
m oving aw ay from urban areas 
is well established. While it 
seem s clear that the cities are 
not dying, it also seem s clear 
that there is a definite leveling 
off of the population underway 
in term s of num bers of people 
living one area or another. 
S o cio lo g ists point 
to 
the 
“ g ro w th 
rin g s ” 
in 
the 
61 YEARS... 
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developm ent of cities. Although 
it is an alm ost obvious concept 
that a city grows from the inside 
out, the notion does serve the 
p urpose of reinforcing 
th e 
continuing outward shift of the 
urban m asses. 
Population Growth 
The im pact in Rush County is 
already being felt in the recent 
p o pulation grow th e stim a te s 
released by the Indiana S tate 
Cham ber of Commerce. They 
show that for the first tim e in 
re ce n t m em o ry the c o u n ty 
population is growing about one 
percent per year. Since 1971 this 
has m eant that there are m ore 
than 600 new people living in 
Rush County. 
It is ju st logical to expect that 
growth to continue in the fo r­ 
seeable future. 
Another elem ent that needs to 
be considered is the tendency of 
industries to locate in sm aller 
com m unities like Rushville. As 
long ago as 1968 this trend w as 
becom ing w ell e stab lish e d . 
There are, of course, m any 
reasons for this, but its m ere 
existence is significant to Rush 
County. 
In d u stria l 
grow th is 
im ­ 
portant for m any reasons, not 
the 
least 
of 
which 
is 
the 
stim ulation industry gives to the 
overall county economy. 
Combine the increased 
in­ 
dustrial activity that the county 
is already experiencing with the 
steady grow th in population and 
all the elem ents are present to 
bring the county a crossroads of 
m ajor im portance. 
Local Autonomy 
The 
key 
elem ent in 
a p ­ 
proaching 
the 
crossroads 
is 
local autonom y. It is vital to the 
fu tu re 
of 
the county 
th a t 
decisio n s 
be 
m ade 
now 


regarding which avenue we will 
take from the crossroads. In 
more sim ple term s, this means 
taking a realistic look at what 
Rush County is, and what its 
citizens want it to become, not 
for them selves but for future 
generations. 
It can safely be said that the 
answer lies in finding the op 
timum population size that we 
want to achieve; the optimum 
in d u stria liz atio n 
that 
is 
desirable; the optim um com 
mercial and residential growth 
that we can ab so rb ; and most 
importantly, the optimum life 
style for the future. 
Our current 
life style 
is 
perhaps, our strongest asset. It 
is this factor alone which has 
contributed to the continuing 
influx of new citizens, coupled 
with industrial grow th. No one 
in his or her right mind wants 
Rush County to grow so much 
that we lose our w ay of life. So 
the challenge is reaching 
balance 
which 
will 
enhance 
what we already have without 
going to far. 
Things Will Change 
The inevitable part is that 
whether we like it or not, things 
are just not going to remain the 
same in Rush County. As has 
been stated so 
m any times 
before, we either m ake progress 
or we slide back. There is no 
standing still. As a m atter of 
fact, it really is pointless to 
debate the question of progress 
verses non-progress. 
R ealizing th a t things are 
changing is the first step, and 
perhaps the m ost important. 
Making the h ard decisions on 
what Rush County ought to be 
like — the optim um , is the 
second step. The third step is 
planning and im plem entation to

city officials believe the next 
few years could be the key to 
how the city will shape up for 
future generations. 
M em bers of the Rushville City 
Council and Mayor R aym ond 
Gibson all believe that definite 
progress 
h as been m ade 
in 
Rushville in the recent past. 
The 
m a y o r, 
who 
la s t 
N ovem ber 
won 
an 
u n ­ 
precedented third term as the 
city’s top official, points with 
pride to both the fire and police 
departm ents as two definite 
areas w here progress has been 
noticed. 
The fire departm ent, under 
the direction 
of Fire 
Chief 
Dayton S p rin g m an , is c o n ­ 
stantly im proving to m eet the 
needs of this area, according to 
the m ayor. 
An exam ple of this is the long 
list of training program s 
in 
which the individual firem en 
participate. These are both done 
locally in conjunction with the 
firem en ’s 
asso ciatio n , 
an d 
through training sessions held 
periodically around the state. 
The 
tra in in g 
provides 
e x ­ 
perience in the latest and best 
fire fighting techniques 
Along w ith this em phasis on 
training com es the need for 
modern equipm ent. 
The R ushville Fire D ep art­ 
ment is housed in a m odern 
brick 
s tru c tu re 
that 
w as 
dedicated 
in 
1970. 
It 
w as 
designed to facilitate the duties 
of the firem en while at the 
station. 
The 
b u ild in g houses 
th e 
equipment and trucks that have 
to be constantly ready in case of 
a fire. A new fire truck, which 
was ordered nearly a year ago, 
will soon arriv e, thus adding 
even fu rth er 
to the d ep art­ 
ment’s operation, the m ayor 
stated. 
F irst Priority 
The m odern facilities utilized 
by the firem en will shortly be 
matched by the city police and 
other c ity 
officials 
if 
th e 
m ayor’s 
“ firs t 
p rio rity ’ 
becomes a reality. 
He said th at obtaining a new 
city building 
to replace the 
converted house which is the 


nome oi ms office as well as the 
police headquarters and 
the 
c le rk -tre a s u re r's 
facilities 
would be a m ajor goal of this, 
his third term 
He pointed out that a m ajor 
reason for this priority was the 
police departm ent’s operation. 
Both the m ayor and Police Chief 
Robert M iller concede th at 
b etter fa c ilitie s are needed 
before the 
police can 
truly 
progress further. 
This does not take away from 
the pride both men feel in the 
operation of the departm ent at 
the present tim e. Again, new 
equipment, m ore patrol cars 
and other advances have led to a 
departm ent the mayor feels is 
one of “the best in the state .” 
Decision Necessary 
This fact could be enhanced 
with more space and better 
facilities which could best be 
provided in a new building, 
according to the mayor. He 
added that som e decision will be 
necessary soon—either to repair 
and 
re n o v ate 
the 
present 
structure or construct a new 
building. Funding such a project 
has delayed any action for the 
past few years, however. 
The m ayor is not alone in his 
feeling of accomplishm ent for 
the city. M em bers of the City 
Council feel likewise. 
Along with returning coun­ 
cilm en 
L e s te r 
B lair 
and 
Rosemary 
Brown—whose 
re ­ 
election last November was a 
clift-hanger that was decided by 
the fact of her incumbency 
following a recount that led to a 
tie vote - the council is made up 
of Jam es 
R eddish, 
H arry 
B radburn J r ., and R ichard 
Dragoo. 
All noted the need for action 
concerning the city building. 
They also stated that funding 
would be 
“ the key” to the 
situation. 
There w ere m any other things 
which the council members saw 
that related to the progress of 
the city. 
Encouraging Sign 
Mrs. Brown saw an increase 
in the citizens’ "concern with 
events in the city ” as an en­ 
couraging sign . “ The issues that 
are brought before the council 
are greater than in the p ast,” 
she added 
She also noted that 
“new 
people with 
new 
ideas 
are 
coming in." which can add to 
the potential for progress. 
Blair com m ented that he was 


im p ressed 
by 
the 
actual 
“physical p ro g ress” which has 
become evident in the past few 
years. This includes “streets, 
parks and the buildings the citv 
h as.” Like Mrs. Brown, he also 
stre sse d the im p o rta n ce of 
“ internal im provem ents” which 
will lay the groundwork for 
future advances, since people 
are the heart of progress. 
R eddish 
p o in ted 
to 
the 
Chamber of C om m erce as a 
m ajor force in shaping the city’s 
progress. The council members 
all agreed th a t 
under the 
d irection 
of 
P a u l 
B arada, 
executive, the C ham ber has led 
the 
way 
for 
m any 
im ­ 
p ro v em en ts.

The offices of the police department, clerk- 
treasurer and mayor are all presently located 
in a two-story house that is situated at the 
intersection of Third and Perkins streets. 
For the past several years, city leaders 
have been concerned with the condition of the 
building and its potential for fulfilling the 
future needs of the city. 
Today, this concern is mounting The very 
real considerations of space are now being 
overshadowed by the basic needs of proper 
roofing and heating for the home of the city 
government. 
Recent inspections have shown the need for 
many repairs to the building to keep it func­ 
tioning properly. 
This leaves city leaders with deciding 
between two alternatives—repair the present 
structure and add room to meet the increased 
needs of the police department and other 
offices which are presently housed there, or 
construct a new building that would be 
designed to handle the needs of the city now 
and for m any y ears to com e. 
This is an age-old dilemma for elected 
officials, but one that will have to be faced 
Initial steps are presently being taken to 
determine the cost such a building based on 
the needs the city has now and what is 
projected for the future 
City-owned land is already available for the 
project. Such a building, if properly con­ 
ceived and executed, would be a definite plus 
for the city 
both in the sense that it would aid 
the police and elected officials in conducting 
their business, and in the esthetic benefits it 
would bring 
Sy mbol of Progress 
Kven though this next building, which is 
also located in Rushville, is not new, it is also 
a symbol of progress for 
Rush County 
residents. 
The County Courthouse is a landm ark for 
Rush County. The huge stone structure stands 
as a beacon for travellers approaching the 
city and as a fam iliar sight for long-time 
residents who have come to realize the im ­ 
portance of the building. 
The foresight of the county leaders who 
selected the design of the spacious stone 
structure and the others who have seen that is 
has been properly maintained should be 
considered a true indication of progress 
through anticipation of the future. 
The recent sandblasting project which 
renewed the outward appearance of the 
building is one of just a long line of attem pts 
to m ake sure initial investment in the building 
pays off for many years to come 
It is this kind of anticipation and planning 
which is needed, not only by elected city and 
county officials, but by every businessman 
and citizen to make sure Rush County can 
continue to advance in the future 
Sign Of Adv ancement 
From the old to the about-to be, another 
sure sign of advancement is easily seen in the 
construction project just south of the court­ 
house 
The long-awaited new county jail will 
shortly be a reality The modern structure 
will combine the latest in prisoner detention 
features, along with modern living quarters 
for the sheriff and office space for the 
grow mg amount of paperwork that goes along 
with today’s law enforcement 
Included in the jail will be a reception room, 
deputy sq u ad room, conference room , 
sheriff's office, photo lab, cells for 16 m ale 
adults, four m ale juveniles, six female adults, 
four fem ale juveniles and one padded cell for 
the protection of potentially violent subjects 
Even the funding for the $671,439 tab for 
constructing the new jail is an exam ple of 
foresight that should serve as an exam ple 
Part of the 
money 
is coming 
from 
a 
cumulative building tax imposed by county 
leaders to provide money for such a Droiecf 
The m ajor portion, or $400,000, will come 
from a bonding issue that will cost a total of 
$145,(HK) in interest 
The remainder of the 
funding for the jail will come from revenue 
sharing funds 
Other Signs 
A person does not have to go very far from 
this downtown area to see other signs of 
progress or the potential for it 
Again in 1975, many merchants worked to 
improve the exteriors of their buildings to 


m ake them—and the city as a whole—more 
attractive. This was repeated throughout the 
county. 
At the sam e time, businesses and industries 
in this area have also announced and im ­ 
plemented plans for improving and enlarging 
their operations, which means more jobs and 
more money pouring into the local economy. 
Even while these announcements of ex­ 
pansions were being made, however, plans 
for even more potential progress related to 
providing more jobs for this area were being 
advanced by the m em bers of the Rush County 
Industrial Development Corporation. 
This group is convinced that the formation 
of an industrial park is the only way to attract 
new industries and thus insure the future 
progress of this area. 
Their argum ents 
are 
convincing. 
The 
location of an industry in any area today is 
seen as a m ajor accomplishment. When a 
corporation is looking for a place to locate, 
they want an area where the people will be 
good employes and the community will be a 
good place for them to thrive. 
It has long been said that Rush County 
residents do m ake good employes. With that 
factor out of the way, residents should now 
consider the importance of forming an in­ 
dustrial park area that would entice a 
potential industry to locate here. 
The Chamber of Commerce is solidly 
behind the idea With the proper backing of 
businessmen and elected officials who are 
concerned with the well-being and future of 
local resident, the park could become a 
reality in the near future. The sooner such a 
project is undertaken, the sooner the ad ­ 
vantages will be realized. 
Housing Solutions 
In addition to the potential growth shown 
by the efforts to locate industry here, there 
are very real indications that at least som e of 
the housing problems in Rush County that 
have been growing in the recent past will be 
alleviated shortly. 
Plans for two apartm ent complexes near 
the city’s north side will add 50 living units 
designed prim arily for young m arrieds and 
senior citizens. 
Results of a recent housing survey showed 
this 
need, 
but 
also 
that 
for 
housing 
developments where persons can settle down 
and raise their fam ilies in homes they own. 
The survey showed the need and now steps 
are being taken to meet these needs That is 
basically what progress is all about. 
Other tangible signs of moving forward in 
1976—and signs that are extremely important 
to the overall well-being of the community— 
involve the coming of two new physicians. 
The new doctors are coming through the 
efforts of Rush County Health Inc., a group 
formed specifically to help the county meet 
the growing need for medical attention 
The county is fortunate in having a modern, 
well equipped hospital. It takes the proper 
medical personnel to staff such a facility, 
however The addition of two young doctors to 
supplement the present medical crew in Rush 
County should be a welcome situation. 
Along 
with 
the 
coming 
of 
two 
new 
physicians also comes the possibility of a new 
medical building Whatever course this takes, 
the world of medicine will definitely move 
forward in Rush County during 1976. 
Schools Continue Forward 
One area where moving ahead has never 
been a problem concerns the local system 
Now with the most recent building project 
now out of the way, the Rushville Con­ 
solidated School System is now concentrating 
on two main areas—maintaining all present 
structures for many years of service, and 
expanding curricular program s to better 
meet the needs of all students 
Right now, m em bers of the school board 
and administration are taking steps to insure 
that buildings around the county will be in 
service for many years. This is taking several 
forms, from extensive re-roofing projects to 
converting and expanding present facilities 
for 
more efficient 
usage. 
Painting 
and 
general 
maintenance 
are 
also 
receiving 
added impetus 
As far as the curriculum is concerned, the 
board recently approved cooperation with the 
vocational school in Connersville. Starting 
next year, local high school juniors and 
seniors will be able to go there and receive 
vocational training so they will be more 
qualified to assum e a responsible position 
upon graduation 
The Connersville training will augment 
present vocational training that is presently 
offered locally. At the sam e time, the ex ­ 
pansion m arks a hope that in the future, more 
vocational training will be offered at the local 
high school 
At the sam e time that strides are about to 
be m ade in vocational education, satisfac­ 
tory progress reports are coming in from 
expanded special education program s that 
are being offered in the school system 
These classes are helping several hundred 
students throughout the school system m ake 
better use of the opportunities available to 
them. 
The entire school system in the past has 
done an outstanding job of preparing students 
for the “ real w orld." This trend should 
continue in the future Especially this year,

Spurred by the hopes of soon 
moving into a new, modern jail 
facility, members of the Rush 
County 
Sheriff's 
Department 
are anxious for the changes that 
the future will bring them 
Sheriff Marvin Hedrick and 
the other members of the 
department are busy making 
improvements with the present 
set-up though, while awaiting 
the completion of the new jail 
which will be located just next 
door to the present century old 
facility 
At the prese: 
time. all of the 
sheriff's department operations 
are contained in the two-story 
brick structure located on the 
south side of the courthouse 
square 
“ We are constantly cramped 
in our working quarters.1' says 
Sheriff Hedrick This problem, 
along with an over-crowded cell 
area and the need for improved 
security all played contributing 
factors 
in 
the 
long-awaiting 
decision to construct a new jail 
“ These 
problems 
are 
presently 
being 
rectified 
through the cooperation of the 
commissioners, county council 
and circuit court judge,” the 
sheriff states He is in a perfect 
position to note the progress of 
the new 
project since it is 
practically 
right outside 
his 
back door 
In fact, 
a 
portion 
of the 


present jail building naa to De 
removed in order to facilitate 
the construction of the new 
building The part removed was 
an annex off the kitchen area 
and thus did not remove any of 
the much-needed space from 
official sheriff's department 
operations, however 
Obvious Adsantages 
The advantages of having the 
new jail are obvious to both the 
sheriff's 
department 
staff 
members, who will make the 
biggest use of the facility, but 
also to members of the Rush 
Ville Police Department and the' 
Indiana State Police, both of 
whom use county jail facilities 
in which to place prisoners 
Sheriff Hedrick feels the 
construction project will un- 
timately “ facilitate our being 
able to cope with crime better 
and incarcerate more of the 
offenders than in the past ” 
He adds that in the past law 
enforcement officers 
in 
this 
county have "had to release 
prisoners due to the cramped 
quarters and the need for the 
segregation of prisoners ” 
There 
are 
very 
strict 
guidelines in effect calling for 
the surroundings 
in 
which 
prisoners can be placed Among 
the most rigid guidelines deal 
with how prisoners are grouped 
Aside from the more obvious 
rules 
calling 
for 
separate 


quarters for men and women, 
there are also strict rules 
calling for the separation of 
juvenile prisoners from adults 
Thus, depending on how many 
prisoners are in the jail. there 
would be times with the present 
1 facility w hen there would not be 
proper facilities to comply with 
these rules In fact, sometimes 
it only would take the arrest of 
one fem ale 
prisoner or 
a 
juvenile to make it impossible to 
meet the guidelines 
In this event, it would be 
necessary 
to 
transport 
that 
prisoner to another jail in a 
surrounding county There have 
been instances, however, when 
the offense has not been great 
and the decision was made to 
release the prisoner instead 
Modern Features 
Included in the new jail. which 
will group all of the sheriffs 
staff work areas and the cell 
block on one floor, will be a 
variety of areas designed to 
facilitate 
modern 
law 
en­ 
forcement 
“ There 
will

office space for the different 
departments to work in. in­ 
cluding the sheriff's office, 
deputies' 
quarters. 
in ­

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Fourth Constructed Iii Rush County 
New Jail Joins List Of Tradition-Filled Structures 


Rush County residents will soon be able to see their 
new jail taking shape just west of the present century- 
old structure. 
The decision to construct a new jail grew over the 
past few years as local law' enforcement officers 
discovered the present facilities were just not 
adequate to meet modern needs. 
In addition, it was impossible to adequately install 
modern equipment such as monitering devices and 
other such items that would serve to m ake the jail 
more secure. 
The obvious decision was to construct a new jail 
and action was taken to do so. Now, with the official 


groundbreaking 
out 
of 
the 
way 
and 
work 
progressing—but before the modern structure is put 
into service—would be a good time to review the 
histories of jails in Rush County. 
The county’s first jail was approved late in 1823. In 
addition to being the first building accepted by the 
legal board of commissioners for construction as part 
of the county governmental system, the early date 
also suggests that it was one of the first buildings in 
this area. 
Richard Hackleman was selected to construct the 
jail It was made of hewed logs, one foot square. The 
finished product featured two stories. 


An atlas published in 1879 described the building as 
being two stories, with the second story being reached 
by an exterior stairway. Access to the lower floor was 
gained through a trapdoor in the floor of the second 
story. 
With this set-up the prisoner entered by a ladder 
which was then drawn up. Another account, however, 
says a door was located in the first floor. Which ever 
account is true, no escapes were recorded from the 
structure. 


This initial jail structure was declared unsafe in 
1845. Work began on a building to replace it, with 
' 
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Royce P. Cobb awarded the construction contract. In 
addition to the jail, a jailer’s residence was included 
in the $3,250 contract. 


That structure was located on the east side of tftf 
courthouse square. It was also a two-story building, 
but was made of stone. The floors were said to be IO 
inches thick. Sheets of iron covered the lower rooms 
and thick iron bars were over the windows. 
The present jail, the third in the county’s history, 
was built in 1862 at a cost of $10,800. That structure 
included only the space that is now the sheriff’s 
quarters. In 1896, the present cell block was added, 
which nearly doubled the size of the building. 
Now, work is progressing on the $671,000 structure 
which will take its place in Rush County history as the 
fourth in a series of jails—each of which has had a 
character all its own. 
The total time of the construction project is ex­ 
pected to be 15 months, which means the jail will be 
fully in service shortly after the start of next year. 
The modern design of the building and the spacious 
interior are expected to make the lot of the law en­ 
forcement officers in this area better. 
At the present time, the jail facilities have forced 
members of the sheriff’s department to work 
“shoulder to shoulder’’—out of necessity. 
The new building will correct this and make it 
possible to more efficiently conduct law enforcement- 
related activities, and in turn provide better service 
for local residents.

can prepare him or her to face 
the “ outside world" following 
graduation 
Students who participate in 
vocational training programs 
usually have a great deal of 
experience under their belt upon 
graduation.

Reading9 Math Programs Help Students 


The basic building blocks of 
education consist of a student’s 
reading ability and match skills. 
Local school administrators— 
as well as those on state and 
federal levels—have discovered 
this fact and an intensified ef­ 
fort to strengthen weaknesses in 
these areas are proving highly 
successful. 
Even while winter’s snow still 
poses a threat to local residents, 
school officials are planning 
summer 
school 
programs 
designed to improve the reading 
and math skills of those students 
who need extra attention. 
This summer will mark the 
first time that math programs 
will be included. In the past, 
only reading programs have 
been offered. 
“ There is a high correlation 
between the two,” according to 


Donald Smith, superintendent of 
schools. “ If a student is low in 
one, then he is generally low in 
the other,” he commented. 
Title I Funds 
Much 
of 
the 
funding 
for 
summer reading programs 
have come from Title I federal 
money in the past and this 
summer will be no exception. 
The Title I programs are totally 
funded in this manner. 
Even as recently 
as last 
summer, 
however, 
an 
in­ 
terpretation of the law indicated 
the money could only be used for 
reading programs, according to 
Smith. 
Following some additional 
study and discussions, however, 
it was determined in time for 
planning this year’s program 
that math could also be in­ 
cluded. 


“ The teachers are qualified in 
both reading and math,” Smith 
pointed out. “ It doesn’t add 
personnel or expense—it just 
adds opportunity.” 
Students participating in the 
Title I program attend classes 
three hours a day during the 
summer. Smith said the variety 
which 
will 
be 
interjected 
through the teaching of math 
will actually provide a much- 
needed change of pace for the 
students during the six weeks of 
the course. 
Federal Government Pays 
The cost of the Title I program 
is again expected to be $30,000 
this summer, with the federal 
government pickup up the tab. 
Another change with the 
program will be the fact that 
Title I classes will be offered at 
schools around the county, not 


just in Rushville as has been the 
custom in the past. 
In addition to the Title I 
programs that will be offered 
this summer, the local school 
corporation is funding various 
programs. These include eight- 
week courses in geography, 
sociology or psychology, health, 
driver’s training and physical 
education 
A wide variety of 
music programs will also be 
offered In 1975, the total bill for 
locally 
sponsored 
summer 
programs was $36,210, with the 
state paying $18,113 of the bill. 
This money is also used to 
provide reading and math 
classes for students 
in 
the 
elementary 
levels. 
One 
provision of the Title I program 
is that no projects already in use 
be dropped while adding new, 
federally-funded ones.

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Outlying Classes 
The plan to offer more classes

program has dealt with cultural 
enrichment,” 
the 
superin­ 
tendent pointed out In addition 
to the field trips and other ac­ 
tivities, though, added emphasis 
will be placed on modivational 
work so that the students can 
improve during the course of 
their summer studies. 
Success Rate 
One thing that school leaders 
hope will not change this 
summer s the success rate they 
have achieved in the past. 
While the classes are held for 
three hours a day for six weeks, 
students often times make rapid 
advancement 
while 
par­ 
ticipating in the program. 
This improvement that has 
been noted in reading is hoped to 
continue with the math program 
as well. 
These summer programs will 
also be augmented by special 
classes for migrant children 
who arrive generally in the 
Milroy area during the summer 
months and continue here 
through the first few weeks of 
regular classes 
The migrant program, which 
got underway last year, will 
begin in August and continue 
through the first eight weeks of 
the school year. 
Included 
are 
pre-school 
classes for grades one through 
eight, cultural appreciation 
courses and practical classes 
such as home economics 
The cost of the program last 
year was estimated at $10,000, 
with all of the money coming 
from 
governmental 
agencies 
outside 
of 
this 
area.

estimated 40 children will take

upgrading of existing school 
buildings.’’ 
There are varying degrees of 
problems, but steps are being 
taken 
to correct 
these 
dif­ 
ficulties before they get out of 
hand. Smith said 
One example of this is the 
roofing program which began 
last summer and is expected to 
continue—and hopefully be 
completed—this summer 
Due to the general disrepair of 
many of the roofs on the various 
schools, this was one of the first 
projects selected to live up to 
the pledge of maintaining the 
buildings as much as possible 
In 1975 alone, $105,000 was 
spent on roof rep airs and 
renovation. Sm ith said 
In 
addition to the eight school 
buildings, there are six other 
buildings which 
demand 
at­ 
tention by the school board 
Smith said each structure will 
be constantly evaluated to 
determine what is needed and 
then attempts will be made to 
correct the situations 
Among 
the 
other 
initial 
project 
were 
“long overdue 
blacktopping'’ at Milroy and 
New Salem schools and the 
replacing of sidew alks and 
paving of many for the first time 
in several cases. This is an 
improvement for the exterior 
conditions of the schools, as well 
as the interior, where the 
elimination of dust and resulted 
in more cleanly surroundings 
for the students 
L««g List Of Projects 
Other projects that are in­ 
dicative of the general trend 
include the painting of several 
areas at Milroy, including the 
gym ceilirg, and the renovation 
of a boiler room at New Salem

Smith 
acknowledged 
He said a “complete and 
thorough review” has in the 
past and will continue to be 
offered in the future There have 
been occasions where someone 
has suggested certain material

Smith said 
the goal of maintaining the 
buildings has been stretched out 
over many years.

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Plans For Second Van Discussed 
Senior (citizens Moving Ahead 
With Variety Of New Programs 


The Senior Citizens group of Rush County is a non­ 
profit organization that is interested in helping the 
older age group of people in this are a—and they are 
doing an excellent job of just that. 
The Rush County Senior 
Citizens group was 
founded nine months ago, and already the service has 
surpassed all m ajor quotas for the year. 
I***rny P a rk e r, executive director of .Rush County 
Senior Citizens, Inc., has been able to report to the 
Area IX Agency of the Title III program of the 
Federal governm ent. that all is running smooth in the 
local senior citizen office, mainly because “ people 
ca re.” 
The m ain purpose of the group is to offer assistance 
to the som e 3,800 senior citizens in Rush County in any 
way, shape, or form. The local office can boast that 
they have done just that. 
Perhaps their main achievem ent in the past year 
has been in transportation of the senior m em bers of 
Rush County. 
Usually there comes a tim e during the day when 
one of the 500 people the agency serves needs trans­ 
portation, either to go dow ntown and pay bills, go to 
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the grocery store, or any other chore th at requires a 
long traveling distance. 
During the su m m er last year, through Federal 
funding the Senior Citizens group in Ruch County 
purchased a new van. This van provides the trans­ 
portation for the elder county citizens, and at a very 
m inim al cost. 
As of now. P a rk e r even states that the use of the 
van has increased, and the operational expenses of 
the van is being covered by it’s uses. 
So much has the van been used, there a re now plans 
underw ay to Durchase another van, to offer even 
better service to the elder countians. 
The organization also serves as a referral agency, 
and aids the elderly with part-time job hunting, live- 
in caretaker service, and other items that can help 
the elders have just a little bit easier time. 
There are three 
funds 
used 
to 
operate 
the 
organization, and in each instance, the funds have 
surpassed the need. Besides the governm ent aid, the 
office runs from m onies collected from private in­ 
dividuals, organizations, and the money earned from 
the transportation system . 
The m em bers of the group, the senior citizens, have 
contributed over $700 themselves, in m oney they have 
raised from bake sales, rum m age sales, and donation 
drives. They do not just w ant to sit back an d “ have it 
handed to them ” —they a re willing to w ork for it. 
Of the many things done by the organization, they 
also aid the Title VII Nutritions program , by offering 
transportation to the m eal site. They a re a mass 
m edia information center, they help the Kitchen 
Band, a group of elder citizens who have form ed their 
own music group, and they send out a newsletter to 
over 1,000 persons every month, to keep them up to 
date on things that a re happening. 
Eventually it is hoped that the local civil govern­ 
m ent will take over the office, and provide the senior 
citizens of the county with the same service that they 
have had in the past nine months. The federal 
governm ent has only limited monies available for 
the operation, and the city and county will soon be 
able to take over the costs. The group has almost 
proved that it is capable of taking ca re of costs in­ 
dependently. 
Right now the city and county have been very 
helpful in the operation, according to P ark e r. The city 
has provided a g arag e for the van, and the county had 
provided the office sp ace in the courthouse. 
Donations play an im portant role in the activities of 
the Rush County Senior Citizen, Inc, an d hopefully 
new donations will be forthcoming, so that the group 
can continue to provide the sam e excellent service to 
the senior citizens in the community.

Solid agriculture and diversified industry 
are the keys to Rush County’s economic 
prosperity, but significant developm ents in 
this county over the next few m onths, in my 
judgem ent, should bring d ram atic growth to 
nearly every sector of the county’s economy. 
Rush County is exceptionally fortunate to 
be one of the most productive agriculture 
areas in the nation, and the world, and the 
foundation of the local economy will always 
be the productivity of our farm ers 
In a 
m naufacturing-oriented state and 
national economy, however, 
it is equally 
im portant to diversify the economic base 
through a broad range of sound industries and 
businesses. 
Agriculture Vital 
Agriculture is vital, but since the advent of 
m echanization on the farm , m ore job op­ 
portunities are continually needed to take up 
the slack. Industry has m et that need 
D iversity in the industrial comm unity is 
im portant for a num ber of reasons. First, it 
provides insurance against the loss of any one 
industry It is easy to im agine the chaos that 
would result from the closing of one industry 
employing 
most 
of 
a 
tow n’s 
workers. 
Diversity is a definite hedge against such an 
occurrence. 
Secondly, diversity avoids control of local 
affairs by one large m anufacturer. Numerous 
exam ples com e to mind of the classic 
“ company tow n” where industry has more 
influence over the destiny of the community 
than any other person or group 
Another advantage of diversity is the in­ 
creased possibility for additional growth A 
one-company town has definite lim itations in 
term s of the related industrial expansion that 
can be expected. Diversity, on the other hand, 
leaves m any m ore doors open. 
Economic Mix 
The strength of the local economic mix 
between industry and agriculture is well 
docum ented Despite the gloomy inflation and 
recession picture, Rush County'has rem ained 
relatively untouched by its shock waves. 
There has been an increase in unemployment, 
but largely am ong those county residents who 
work outside the county. 
There is, by the way, am ple statistical 
support for the contention that Rush County is 
sound econom ically. According to “Sales 
M anagem ent Survey of Buying Pow er,” total 
effective buying income in Rush County in 
creased from just under $72 million in 1974 to 
$83,5 million in 1975. This represents a one 
year increase of 14 per cent. 
The m edian effective buying income per 
household increased over the sam e period 
from $8.1 million to $10.6 million. This 
represents a 24 percent increase. 
Upward Trend 
Other indicators verify 
the 
continuing 
upw ard trend of the county’s economy. For 
exam ple, retail sales in local general mer- 
chanidse sto re s increased by 7 percent, up 
from $1.9 million in 1974 to $2.7 million in 1975. 
While other areas of retail sales were down, 
car sales in particular, increases in buying 
income indicate that m ore money from local 
wage earners went into savings and other 
form s of short and long term investm ents. 
lx)cal banks all showed an increase in 
assets over the last 
12 m onths, giving 
credence to the tendency tow ard increased 
saving. 
It can be safely concluded, therefore, that 
Rush County is certainly econom ically stable. 


Change Is A Factor 
The most im portant factor over the long run 
has yet to be considered, however. That 
factor is change R egardless of how much we 
m ay hope for or resist change, there are 
changes coming to Rush County. 
From the standpoint of the Cham ber of 
C om m erce, change can take one of two form- 
s; it can m ean progress for the better, or it 
can m ean sliding backw ard. Another subtle 
elem ent needs to be mentioned at this point. It 
is clearly not enough for the county to hold its 
own, because rem aining constant 
really 
m eans sliding backw ard 
To rem ain the 
sam e, which som e would like, m eans to lose 
ground to all those counties around us who are 
m aking progress Just staying even with the 
c o m p etitio n , th e re fo re , 
re q u ire s som e 
progress. 


“ Are Things The S am e?” 
So progress is the only realistic goal. And 
for those who would like Rush County to stay 
“just like it alw ays h as,” there is one question 
that m ust be asked, “ Is Rush County really 
the sam e as it has alw ays been?” The answer, 
after only a 
m inute’s reflection is em ­ 
phatically “ no.” 
Farm ing in Rush County is not like it used 
to be even five years ago, let alone IO, 15, or 
even 20 years ago 
Rush County farm ers 
would not be som e of the most successful 
producers in the nation if they did not adopt 
new farm ing m ethods and techniques They 
are truly the best exam ples of “ keeping up 
with the com petition.” If they are to rem ain 
successful, they m ust keep up with the latest 
developm ents to increase efficiency and 
yield There are few farm ers in Rush County 
still using a horse to do the spring plowing like 
in the days of “used to be." 


New, B etter Ways 
The sam e holds tru e in every area of life in 
Rush County. Local banks use com puters to 
process their day-to-day business; the schools 
are using wideo tape and closed circuit 
television; local industry is utilizing new 
electronic gadgetry to improve efficiency and 
increase production. 
What is “just like it used to be” is the life 
style, the friendliness and the concern of the 
people of the county. No one wants that to 
change. 
The secret is to insure that Rush County 
m akes progress as it changes, and does not 
back-slide. 
If all 
accounts are 
correct, 
progress is coming. Progress that will m ean a 
better way of life for future generations of 
county residents. 
Population Spurt 
One of the most im portant indicators that 
progress is on its way has been the recent 
spurt in the population of the county. Despite 
predictions that Rush County "a in ’t ever 
gonna grow ” a recent estim ate of population 
growth 
released 
by 
the 
Indiana 
State 
Chamber of Com m erce shows that since 1971 
the num ber of people living in the county has 
increased by about one per cent per year. In 
other words, Rush County now has m ore than 
600 new residents that w ere not here just four 
years ago 
This increase is due to several im portant 
factors. Not the least of which is our way of 
life. Studies show that m ore and m ore people 
are moving out of the u rb an centers like 
Indianapolis for the m ore peaceful 
and 
pleasant life style of comm unities like R ush­ 
ville. 
This shift in population, all by itself, will 
bring change to Rush County. 
Sm aller C om munities Favored 
Another im portant factor is the inclination 
of industry to locate in sm aller com m unities, 
instead of the already over-industrialized 
cities 
So, again, it seem s clear that change is 
coming - and coming quickly. 
For the sake of the future of this county, 
change m ust m ean progress. Progress is 
already underw ay, however, and 1976 should 
see m ore of it than any year in recent 
memory. 
The key to the progress that is coming is an 
industrial park. D espite all the efforts to 
explain what an industrial park is, there are 
still those who do not understand why it is 
needed and, m ore basically, what it is. 
Without going into unnecessary detail, an 
industrial park is an area set aside for in­ 
dustrial expansion. It is just for industry, and 
by its very nature, contains advantages to 
industry. Among others, w ater and sew er 
lines, power, rail and highway access, and 
zoning. 
Obvious Need 
Why we need an industrial park is all too 
obvious. Within the last month, an industrial 
prospect from Cincinnati was interested in 
our com m unity, and with the exception of the 
proposed park site, there was nothing else to 
show him If Rush County is to be com petitive 
with its neighbors, who either have or are 
developing industrial parks, one m ust be 
created here. 
A great deal of work has been done tow ard 
that end by the m em bers of the Rush County 
Industrial Development Corp., and at this 
writing the prospects are very good that the 
job will be done 
But there really is no 
alternative. If the people of Rush County w ant 
industry, an industrial park is the only 
solution. 
Housing A Concern 
Housing is another area of concern. T here 
is a significant dem and for housing in the 
county as docum ented by the C ham ber’s 
recent Housing Survey. 
If the population increase is to continue and 
if new industry is to be attracted, the 
availability of housing is critical Again, there 
are plans, as of this m oment, for m ore 
housing projects and if all goes well, con­ 
struction should begin within the next 30 days. 
If these two m ajor objectives can be 
achieved during 1976, the bicentennial year in 
Rush County will have been truly m em orable. 
D rainage Problem 
As with all such projects, however, there is 
a “ fly in the ointm ent” the drainage problem 
caused by w ater run-off into Hodges Branch 
which flows in a southwesterly direction 
along Park Boulevard If that problem can be 
solved, and it m ust be solved if the com ­ 
munity is to m ake real progress for the 
future — then all of the plans for apartm ents, 
recreational facilities at the schools, and 
com m ercial developm ent can take place. 
This is the one hurdle that must be crossed. 
So there really are two ch allen g es in the 
months ahead for the people ot Rush County 
One is solving a nagging drainage problem , 
and secondly, m aking sure that as change 
takes place it is translated into progress 
O pportunities Present 
But never before in the history of this 
county have m ore opportunities for real 
development 
been 
present 
It 
will 
take 
positive action to take advantage of those 
opportunities, however, and a willingness on 
the part of m any to work together to get the 
job done 
The best really is still yet to come for Rush 
County and its w aiting just on the other side of 
a little stream called Hodges Branch.

The present building houses 
the Police Department Mayor s 
Office. Clerk Treasurer, and the 
City Judge Chambers 
"W ith 
the lim ited 
space 
available, it is hard 
to 
in­ 
terrogate offenders, and also 
there is a definite need for more 
room for the filing system If a 
large group would be brought in 
it would be difficult to separate 
them 
The present training 
room, squad room, and locker 
space 
are 
also 
very 
inadequate." Chief Miller said 
If and when Rushville builds a 
new City Building. Chief Miller 
says there is one thing he would 
like to see made a part of the 
new facilities He explained that 
he would like to have at least 


two holding cells, w hich is not to 
be confused with the jail The 
cells 
he said 
would be used 
only for temporary 
detention 
and that no meals would be 
serv ed Thev would be used only 
to hold juveniles until 
their 
parents could pick them up. and 
also prisoners until they could 
be questioned 
Prisoners Walked Out 
Miller stated that prisoners 
have walked out the back door 
and the police have had to make 
a second apprehension 
"W ith the inadequate space 
and holding areas, we have had 
to have the communications 
officer watch a prisoner in the 
radio room.' says Miller These 
holding cells would not only be 
used by the RHD. but also by the 
Sheriff s Department and State 
Police 
They 
would serve to hold 
any one w ho w as brought in to be 
run 
on 
the 
breathalyzer 
machine, as the machine has to 
warm up and the testing officer. 
if he is not on duty, has to be 
called in There are times when 
these 
people 
become 
argumentative with the officers 
and want to fight, it was noted 
"These problems could be 
avoided if we had a holding 
cell,” Miller said 
Communication System 
The most inexpensive 
tool 
that 
the 
law 
enforcement 
agency has to work with. even I 
though it is elaborate for the 
information that it can send and 
receiv e in a matter of minutes. 
is the 1DACS, Indiana Data 
Communication System 
This system can provide the 
R PD with information con­ 
cerning registration, licensing, 
j 


and personal driving records of 
individuals as well as criminal 
records on any person in the 
United States This information 
is relayed from the main ter 
minal located at the statehouse 
in Indianapolis 
The R P D purchased the first 
such machine in August of 1973 
and

The 
NCIC 
national 
Crime 
Information Center, located in 
Washington. D C is under the 
auspices of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation It is the second 
source of

on any known criminal of the 
United States It is also a means 
of identifying any stolen goods 
in the United States 
According to Chief of Police

This included $22,907,500 from 


livestock. $12,845,300 from cash 
crops and another 
$2,254,516 
from governm ent payments 
This figures to an average 
gross incom e per farm 
of 
$33,605.

a rea . 
a cco rd in g

Projected Returns 
These figures from 1972. while 
impressive, do not hold a candle 
to those projected for the up­ 
com ing 
p lan tin g y ear, 
a c ­ 
cording to Coots 
Estim ated income from farm 
products in 1976 are expected to 
total $59,349,648 This includes 
an estim ated $38,026,450 from 
livestock and $21,323,198 from 
cash crops

average gross income per farm 
and $226 73 average gross in­ 
come per acre 
“As we can see. agriculture is 
very im portant to the people of 
Rush County." according to the 
extension agent 
“These figures just show the 
value of farm products sold 
They do not reflect the amount 
of money that the farm er must 
pay 
for 
feed, 
fe rtiliz er, 
m ach in ery , 
fuel and o th er 
operating 
expenses." he ex­ 
plained 
Inflation Hurt 
Just 
as 
with 
every 
other 
m aker of a product, or any 
customer, 
recent 
bouts with 
inflation have taken their toll on 
farm ers and 
their economic 
stability 
The en erg y crisis played 
havoc with 
fuel 
costs, 
thus 
hitting 
farm ers 
hard 
Other 
“shortages" in m aterials such 
as baler twine and fertilizer also 
forced the operating expenses of 
farm ers upw ard 
"While the income from farm 
products and the productivity 
per acre has risen in the recent 
past, the costs have also been 
skyrocketing," 
Coots 
pointed 
out 
In 1975, assum ing HO bushel 
yield for corn and 40 bushel 
yield per acre for soybeans, it 
cost $223 96 to produce an acre 
of corn and $172.05 to raise an 
acre of soybeans, he noted 
This m eans that a farm er 
would need $2 04 per bushel of 
corn and $4 92 per bushel of 
soybeans to cover expenses 
Projections for 1976 indicate 
the cost for producing an acre 
of corn will 
be $236 IO and 
$185 20 for an acre of beans 
Using the sam e yields of 110 
bushels per acre for corn and 40 
bushels per acre for beans, the 
returns will have to be $2 15 per 
bushel for corn and $5 29 per 
bushel for soybeans 
Im portant Factors 
There are two other important 
factors 
that 
have 
escalated 
production costs for farm ers in 
recent years 
First of all. 
the tendency 
toward using larger equipment 
has 
brought 
with 
it 
higher 
im plem ent p rice tags 
The 
larger equipm ent, such as 12- 
row 
planters and four-wheel 
drive tractors help farm ers get 
their crops planted as soon and 
as efficiently as possible 
M odern a d v an c em e n ts 
in 
equipment such as air planters 
have also added to the expense 
of buying eq u ip m en t 
Even 
more traditional tractors and 
other im plem ents are much 
more expensive than before 
One hedge for farm ers has 


been a growing popularity with 
leasing equipm ent. This can 
provide tax benefits while at the 
sam e tim e providing the needed 
equipm ent for large farming 
operations 
No m atter how the machinery 
is paid for. though, the costs are 
reflected in the expense sheet 
and play a prim ary role in what 
a farm er needs to m ake a fair 
return on his ivestm em of time 
and money. 
Land Costs 
Another m ajor consideration 
involves the very land that a 
farm er needs to raise his crops 
Real estate in general has 
ridden an upward spiral during 
the past few 
years 
This is 
readily evident in the area of 
farm ground prices 
Whether 
a 
farm er 
is 
in­ 
terested in purchasing ground to 
start 
or 
add 
to 
his 
farm 
operation, or if he wants to rent 
ground, the money needed is 
staggering 
Ground rental is usually done 
in one of two w ays—cash or rent 
or on a share basis The biggest 
p r o b le m 
a t —p r o v id in g 
ground can be found that is 
suitable for farm ing—involves 
purchasing property. 
Fam ily Operation 
"If farm ing is to rem ain a 
fam ily 
o p e ra tio n —w hich 
I 
perso n ally 
think it w ill—a 
slowing down and leveling off of 
land prices m ust be soon in 
coming." according to Coots 
“ Land values for the past few 
years have been increasing at a 
rate which has outgrown the 
ability of the land to pay for 
itself at 
these inflated 
land 
values," the extension agent 
added 
“Thus the land being 
sold 
is 
being 
bought 
for 
speculation 
and investment - 
not on the value of the land to 
product an agricultural crop 
Coots said that economists see 
the necessary slowing down and 
stablization of land prices to the 
point where the land will once 
again be able to "pay for itself 
by agricultural crops." 
Fewer. L arger Farm s 
The m ore expensive land and 
farm im plem ents may be one 
contributing factor to statistics 
indicating a trend toward fewer 
and larger farm s 


"I believe this trend will con 
tinue but at a m uch slower 
ra te ," 
Coots 
predicted 
"By 
necessity, farm ers m ust either 
get bigger or becom e more 
specialized 
This is necessary 
because the m argin of profit 
which has been narrow 
is 
becoming even m ore narrow 
We have seen an increase in a 
num ber of farm ers and far 
m er’s 
wives 
finding 
off-the- 
farm jobs.” 
Local Statistics 
The num ber of farm ers and 
the land they work. however, 
has rem ained fairly constant in 
Rush County over the past few 
vears 


In 1940 when the population of 
the 
county 
was 
18,927, 
the 
num ber 
of 
ru ral 
and 
farm 
residents totaled 12,969, leaving 
5,960 who lived in urban areas of 
251X1 or more 
By 1950, the population had 
risen to 19.799 Of this num ber, 
13,038 lived on farm s and rural

areas. 
Ten

la te r, 
the 
population had inched up to 
20,393 The num ber of rural and 
farm residents totaled 13,129, 
with the rem aining 7,264 living

census, the 1970 figures showed 


a county population of 20,352. Of 
this num ber, 13,666 lived on 
farm s and rural areas while 
6,686 lived in towns 


County Acreage 
The n u m b er of a c re s 
in 
cropland 
has 
also 
rem ained 
relatively stable while the a c ­ 
tual 
num ber 
of 
farm s 
had 
decreased, according to Coots 


In 1950, the total acreage was 
252,067 
T his included 1,694 
farm s consisting of an average 
148 8 acres each. 


By 1954. the amount of crop 
land had dropped to 248,929 
acres This was in 1,582 farm s. 


each having an average of 157.4 
acres each 


In 1959, the number of total 
acres in farm land had once 
again increased, this tim e to 
255,010. This acreage w as in­ 
cluded in 
1,366 farm s, each 
having 
an 
average of 
186.7 
acres 


Figures from 1964 indicated 
there w ere 
243,805 acres of 
farm land on 1,144 farm s, each 
containing 213.1 acres 
S ta tistic s from 1969 show 
there w ere 249,071 total acres 
used for farm purposes. This

Progress In 


Rush County farm ers have taken many strides 
since agriculture b ecam e one of the most important 
factors in this a r e a ’s activities over a century ago.

Churches Integral Part 


B n JO F P F I ti ATTO 
Even before Rush Count) was 
organized in 1822 there were 
church organizations providing 
spiritual care and comfort to the 
pioneers w ho settled the count) 
From that time to now, 
spanning more than 150 Nears, 
the churches of this area have 
been 
in the front 
lines 
of 
progress as far as Rush Count) 
is concerned 
Some of these 
churches still function toda) 
and some are no longer in 
existence But all have played 
an 
important part

The Rushville Republican is 
proud to include brief sketches

Contact with all

I Attle Flat Rock 
Christian Church 
It is possible that the Little 
Flat Rock Church is the oldest 
church in Rush County Before 
Rushville was platted there 
were Christians worshipping in 
Noble Township 
The Little Flat Rock Christian 
Church had its origins in a 
Baptist church with the same 
name 
In 1822. the Reverend 
John P Thompson moved from 
Kentucky to Noble Township to 
serve as the pastor of The Little 
Flat Rock Baptist Church By 
1830. Thompson and a number of 
the church s members had 
embraced the teachings of 
Alexander Campbell Thompson 
was not at all bashful about 
preaching his new found faith 
and in 1830 a meeting was 
convened in the Little Flat Rock 
Baptist Church for the purpose 
of voting on the teachings in­ 
troduced by Thompson 
The 
beliefs of the pastor and his 
followers were approved by a 
majority 
of

votes 
However, the church wa3 split 
and as a result it was decided 
that John Thompson and 29 
other members would leave the 
Little Flat Rock Baptist Church 
They were dismissed by the 
Baptists in a spirit of love and 
friendship and met on April 16.

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Courts Changing In Rush County 


By BOB BEELER 
The court system in Hush 
County took a giant leap for­ 
ward, as it did in many other 
Indiana counties, with the birth 
of 
the 
County 
Court 
In 
operation over two months now, i 
the County Court of Judge Jerry 
Miller has been able to help 
administer justice quickly and 
efficiently in a way that benefits 
the people 
The court, a child of the 1975 
I 
Indiana Legislature, went into 
being Jan. I of this year 
It 
enables the people to have quick 
and expedient 
but lawful, 
justice 
Certain traffic violations can i 
now be paid without appearing * 
before the judge. In the now 
defunct Justice of the Peace j 
Court, which the County Court [ 
replaced, all violators had to I 
appear before the judge. 
The new County Court also I 
enables county residents to file j 


small claims, without the aid of 
a lawyer, up to $1,500. The 
matter can be settled in the 
courtroom by the two parties 
and Judge Miller without most 
of the legal delays, for quick and 
effective justice. 
The “do-it-yourself” type of 
legal action, with the aid of 
Judge Miller, has increased the 
workload of the newest court in 
the county. 
Many cases in Circuit Court 
cause a backlog of work for 
Judge G Richard Pile. Those 
cases, while not being trans­ 
ferable to J P Court, can now 
be filed in County Court by 
Judge Miller. 
Judge Miller also has a court 
of record, a formality also not 
handled in the J P 
system. 
Records are kept in case of 
appeals, just as in the Circuit 
Court, even for traffic violators. 
The court is a definite a d ­ 
vance 
for 
the entire 
court 


system in Rush County In many 
ways it continues to work as the 
Legislature planned, as a court 
of the people. 
While some of the work has 
decreased from the Circuit 
Court by the County Court, 
Judge Pile still has an amazing 
workload of cases. But the 
disposal rate of cases has in­ 
creased. 
Since Judge Pile took office in 
1970, over 90 per cent of the 
caseload has 
been disposed 
There are still matters on file 
that are in the pending folder- 
some as far back as 1969—but 
lack of communication was 
blamed for their existence. 
Judge Pile has been able to 
upgrade the Circuit Court over 
the years, with the advent of a 
filing system that enables all 
interested p arties to know 
where the document needed is 
located, and new equipment in 
the courtroom 


Recently, a new tape recorder 
was installed that enables courl 
reporter Becky Mahan to keep 
better records of action in the 
courtroom. This, in turn, ac 
counts for better records ot 
court action, benefitting both 
the court and legal advisors 
involved in the case. 
The Rushville City Court has- 
also made certain advances. 


R e-elected 
Judge 
Paul 
B arada has established hours in 
the municipal building. Barada 
has also made himself available 
for w arrants, a duty required 
now that the J P Court is not in 
action. 


The courts in Rush County 
have made significant advances 
in the past few years. The new 
County Court has become a 
helpful service to the com 
munity, while the City and 
Circuit courts continue their 
progress in the field of justice.
